Under the auspices of the Jefferson

day event at the. White City this 
afternoon and evening. County I'rcsi- 
dent John A. Murphy and his col- 
leagues from each of Louisville's four 
divisions have been at work on the 
details for several weeks and promise 
an enjoyable time to all who attend. 
The Hibernians of Jef fersonville and 
New Albany have signified .their in- 
tention of joining their Kentucky 
brethren in the festivities. Besides 
there are thousands of men, women 
and children who are friendly to the 
members of the order who will take 
advantage of today's enjoyable out- 
lug. 

The Irish are a patriotic people. 
They love the land of their adoption 
as well as the old land that pave them 
or their sires birth, and today's cele- 
bration will be the occasion for a two- 
fold event, the 132nd anniversary of 
the American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and an opportunity to re- 
vive for a brief period the nthl"tic 
games from the old land whence they 
sprung. It will serve to bring to- 
gether the Irish people from all over 
the three Falls Cities, to make them 
better acquainted, better patriots and 
better Hibernians. 

There will be amusements for all. 
The park management will furnish 
chariot and other race", while the 
athletic games will be played b,- 
sonje-ef Hbe-best athletes in the city. 
-'""There will also be egg races and po- 
tato races for boys and girls, dancing 
with an excellent band In the 
pavilion, a concert by Prof. Morbach's 
band, ti^say nothing of the shoot the 
chute, laundry and other attractions 
furnished by the park mnnngers. At 
night there will be a grand display of 
fireworks. Both day nnd night there 
will be an ample supply of refresh- 
ments on hand to relieve the wants 
of the hungry nnd thirsty. Arrange- 
ments have been mnde with the Louis- 
ville Railway Company to put on 
plenty of ears so that rapid trans- 
portation to and from the park will 
be forthcoming. 

The main workers on the County 
Hoard, under whose auspices the pic- 
nic Is given, have been County resi- 
dent John A. Murphy. John M. Mul- 
loy. President of Division 1: Con J. 
Ford. President of Division 2: Judge 
Patrick T. Sullivan. President of di- 
vision tl. and John H. Hennessy, Pres- 
ident of Division 4. Of course the 
other members of the County Board 
were all active in arranging the de- 
tails, but these five energetic Hiber- 
nians were the advisers and con- 
suitors on every step that was taken.

A FEW MATTERS OF HISTORY 



Years hence, when his soul has 
gone to its eternal reward, the Very 
Rev. Father Louis G. Deppen will be 
spoken of as Kentucky's great hls- 



hrated the first mass in this city in 
1792. Five years later the Duke of 
Orleans, afterward Louis Fhillipe, 
King of France, and bis two bt others 
visited Louisville and Bardstown. At 
that time BardBtown was called a 
city, and Louisville was looked upon 
as a hamlet. The "Farmer's Libra- 
ry," the first newspaper in this citv, 
was published In 1800. Father Fen- 
wick arived in Kentucky in 180.1, 
and on December 1 2 preached the 
first Jubilee sermon In Kentucky. In 
1X06 Father Fen wick founded St. 
Rose convent, the first Dominican 
convent in the United States, at St. 
Rose, near the present site at Spring- 
field, In Washington county. Inter- 
esting and authentic data of this 
kind is what Father Deppen Is 
pleased to collect and to preserve for 
posterity.

New Haven Will Be Scene 
of restlvltes Next 
Thursday. 



The Kntertninment Committee of 
Louisville Council, Knights of Colum- 
bus, huve acted with similar commit- 
tees from the councils at Lebanon 
and Hardstown in arranging a basket 
picnic at New Haven next Thursday, 
luly 9. The picnic grounds are situ- 
ated in a pleasant grove not far from 
the railroad station, and the New 
Haven Knights and their friends will 
see that all necessary conveniences 
are provided. Louisville Knights and 
their families will furnish the music 
only, nnd each Knight and his fuinlly 
is expected to provide their own din- 
ner baskets and refrefhments. A 
special train has been engaged and 
will leave Union Station. Tenth and 
Broadway, at 8:30 o'clock sharp on 
Thursday morning. Returning it will 
lenve New Haven nt 6 o'clock in the 
evening, and the entire merry party 
will arrive in Louisville at 7:35 
o'clock. The fare will be seventy-fiye 
cents for the round trip for adults, 
children between five and twelve 
years forty cents, and all children 
under five years free. 

New Albany and Jeffersonville 
Knights nnd their families will join 
with the Louisville crowd, while Leb- 
anon nnd Hardstown councils will 
run special excursions to New Haven 
for the occasion.

he has been a chronicler of events 
He has a peculiar facility for putting 
facts before the public In terse terms. 
To him it has been a labor of love. 
No mercenary motives have led him 
to do the arduous work he has done 
in collecting facts about Kentucky's 
early history. Neither have they en- 
tered Into his work as editor of the 
Record, the oficial organ of the dio- 
cese, and upon which St. Vincent's 
and St. Thomas' Orphan Asylums 
largely depend for their support. 
First of all, he Is a man of God. To 
that end he subordinates every other 
motive. He has charity for all, but 
has made the care of the orphans 
his great life work. 'Yet he loves 
this diocese, Kentucky and her peo- 
ple. He Bees the works of God in 
everything and has chronicled many 
events in Kentucky's history for the 
benefit of those who are now living 
and those who are to come after all 
the rest of us are gone. 

In 1 887 Father Deppen published 
the Catholic Family Guide, an alma- 
nac or Catholic calendar as it were. 
In it was a chronological table of the 
principal events of the diocese of 
Louisville that had never been put 
before the public bo succinctly. We 
learn from this table that La Salle, 
a French Catholic, was the first white 
man to visit the Falls of the Ohio in 
1667. That was 241 years ago. Dan- 
iel Boone made hi8 first visit to Ken- 
tucky In 1763, almost a century after 
La Salle. Four years later Daniel 
Boone, with a party, returned to 
Kentucky, and on July 8 of the same 
year Capt. Thomas Bullitt camped at 
Louisville. He laid off the site of 
Louisville a month later. 

In 1775 a colony of Catholics set- 
tled at Harrodsburg, and three years 
later Col. George Rogers Clark estab- 
lished a temporary settlement on 
Corn Island. Christmas was cele- 
barted for the first time In Louisville 
at a fort on Twelfth street In 1778. 
In the following year the settlement 
at Louisville was made permanent, 
but the winter was very severe — 
bears, wolves, buffaloes, deer 
and turkeys were frozen to 
death. In those days big 
game was plentiful in Kentucky 
and the early colonists were not hard 
up for flesh, though they were in 
constant danger of attacks from In- 
dians If they attempted to cultivate 
crops in the field. 

In 1780 the city of Louisville was 
established as a corporate body by 
act of the Virginia Legislature, and 
in the same year the first settlement 
In Hardin county was made on the 
site of the present city of Elizabeth- 
town. The first court in Kentucky 
was held at Harrodsburg in 1781. In 
1785 twenty-five Catholic families 
from Maryland, descendants of those 
who had come from Ireland with 
Lord Baltimore, settled In Nelson 
county, near Pottinger creek. The 
Rev. Father Whelan, an Irish Fran- 
ciscan, was sent to Kentucky as Its 
first missionary priest in 1787, and 
on November 4 or the following year 
Bardstown was Incorporated as a 
town. At that time the white popu- 
lation of Kentucky was 30,000. The 
winter of 1789 was very severe and 
the Ohio river at Louisville was froz-

He says in part: -Today Aus- 
tralia has at least a million Catholics 
in Sydney and Melbourne; and in all 
the other great centers and through- 
out the land generally there are Ca- 
thedrals and churches of exceeding 
magnllleenee, and Catholic schools, 
colleges and Institutions such as any 
nation, even the oldest in the world, 
might be proud of. It -/ould be im- 
possible for me to do anything like 
Justice to the splendid Catholic edu- 
cational establishments of Australia. 
The Jesuits, Vlncentlans. the Chris- 
tian Brothers, the Marlsts, the Sla- 
ters of Mercy, St. Joseph's and va- 
rious other orders have all founded 
and built up magnificent educational 
Institutions, the scholars of which 
hold their own brilliantly In all walks 
of life; and it is indeed a pleasant 
thing to be able to say that those in 
authority In Australia who are not 
Catholics themselves, |>ut Prot- 
estants of various denominations 
readily acknowledge the magnificent 
work for the nation done by the 
Catholic church and Catholic schools. 

"And while there may still Hngei 
here and there some echo of bigo f ry 
and Ill-feeling, It is a pleasure to 
knov, that, generally speaking. Cath- 
olics and Protestants In Australia liv 
side by side in a state of mutual . 
eratlon. respect, and good will, wfr 
tends greatly towards the happ/ 
and progress of the country. ' 
forms a bright example whic 
patriotic Irishman, no niatjcv 
hi* religion may lie, would _ 
followed un at home hert 1 - 

"There Is. however, in reference to 
the education question In Australia, 
one drawback which I think consti- 
tutes almost the only blot on the 
freedom and equality undoubtedly ex- 
perienced in the new commonwealth 
by men of all races and creeds. The 
national system of education is ope 
that practically excludes religion. In 
the States education is, therefore, 
secular and compulsory. Arrange- 
ments are made whereby on some 
days ministers of different denomin- 
ations may, for short periods, enter 
the schools and teach the children 
of their flocks. This arrangement 
hag been accepted pretty generally by 
the Church of England people, bu 
it has never been accepted by Cath 
ollcs. 

"Therefore the Catholics maintain 
schools of their own wherever their 
numbers warrant It. They provide 
as high and good an education In 
every way as the public schools, but 
nevertheless their educational work 
Is not In any way rewarded or recog- 
nized. That Is to say, the Catholics 
pay fully one-fourth of the coat of 
the public school system of the vari- 
ous States, but they receive not one 
farthing towards the maintenance of 
their own schools. 

"At one period Catholic schools 
received some assistance in the Aus- 
tralian States, but from time to time 
this assistance was not given, and In 
1879 the purely secular system was 
Introduced. One by one the States 
followed this course, until today none 
of the States give any assistance to 
the Catholic schools, and yet, as I 
have said, all the authorities in the 
country recognize the splendid work 
of these Institutions, and the records 
of the University of Australia bear 
testimony to the success of Catholl 
students. 

"In these days, when there is so 
much talk of the university question 
in Ireland, it is of interest to know 
that the Sydney University contains 
three colleges — Catholic, Presbyteri- 
an and Protestant— and the system 
seems to work well, though the num- f 
ber of students is naturally limited 
In a new country."

Among the many large manufac- 
turing; interests of Louisville there 
are few, If any, who give more em- 
ployment to worklngmen of all 
elasHes than the breweries. The num- 
ber of men required in the manufac- 
ture and handling of their product 
extends up into the thousands. They 
pay well, and the number of work- 
lngmen who have grievances against 
them is nil. The men get good 
wages and are not overburdened by 
long hours. The employers are kind 
and considerate, and the employes 
work all the more faithfully when 
they are well treated. 

The brewery Interests have grown 
as the town grew, and the proprietdrs 
and officers have taken a personal 
pride In the progress of the city of 
Louisville. They have been large 
contributors when called upon by the 
Commercial Club or Board of Trade 
to foster any enterprise that would 
advertise our city. Again they have 
been quiet and unostentatious in 
their charity. Neither race nor creed 
enters Into their considerations at 
Christinas and on other occasions 
during the year when the orphans, 
the aged and Infirm, and the poor 
patients in hospitals have to be pro- 
vided for.

Meads Church at St. 
Paul. 



The Most Rev. John Ireland, D. IX 
Archbishop of St. Paul, is recognized 
as one of the leading Anierlean spirits 
as well as tt leading dignitary of th 
church. He served as a chaplain in 
the Pnlted Stales army during the 
civil war, and since the organization 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
he has been very much Interested In 
the affairs of that organization. 

On December 21. 1875, he was con- 
secrated titular Bishop of Maronea 
and coadjutor to Bishop Thomas L 
Grace, of St. Paul. In 1884 he sue 
ceeded to the See on the death of 
Bishop Grace, and four years later 
was elevated to the dignity of Arch- 
bishop. He is a' man of average 
height, powerfully built, with a pro- 
file which Is often sixiken of as re- 
sembling that of Dante. He has u 
massive head and ■ penetrating gray 
eye, direct as an eagle's, but chang- 
ing and becoming gentle with his 
mood. One can not Imagine thai 
Dante i nee In all his life should 
throw back his head, laugh with tin 
hearty human gesture of the Arch- 
bishop, whose sense of humor Is 
abundant. He is very accessible to I hi 
poor never too busy with matter: 
of State to be Interested, like Lyd 
gate. In the affairs of John and Eliz- 
abeth, and above all things be i 
practical In his methods of aiding 
tin-in. He is a robust ami virile Mian 
among men, a reminder in her person 
■ if the time when the church's >uin 
isters were "representatives not of 
religion only and the claims of God 
but of moral order, of the rights of 
conscience and the sympathies of 
men. of the bonds of authority of 
human society, the onlv trusted 
guides of life." 

The strength of the man lies In 
his absolute sincerity. He Is ambi- 
tious — can hardly understand any 
one who Is not. He la certainly a 
statesman of admitted power and has 
scored many a quiet triumph on his 
diplomatic missions. These, however, 
are never undertaken for his own 
glory, but because he has some deep 
purpose at heart. It Is the ring of 
sincerity that makes his eloquence 
convincing. His gestures are awk- 
ward, his voice Is at times almost 
harsh and discordant, his delivery 
tnonotomous. But his words strike 
home because they are spoken In the 
desire of good.

Tweiily-fhc years I go there were 
comparatively few school boys who 
Were not familiar with the patriotic 
poem. "The Sword of Hunker Hill." 
It was recited in grammar and high 
schools, colleges and academics. 
Other and newer recitations have 
succeeded it in these nays, bill it lias 
lost none of ils put riot ism and vigor, 
u It hough temporarily cast aside for 
less worthy makeshifts. Cmnpnni- 
thely few Americans know anything 
abOUt William Itose Wallace, the 
atlthor of the famous poem, and al- 
though it bus lieeti recited and read 
by hundreds of thousands, he re- 
ceived only Hie paltry sum of |10 
for it. 

in his early years he visited Ire- 
land during I he Repeal movement 
and became aeipininted witli O'Con- 
nell. Davis. Duffy and the other 
patriots of that period. Thereafter 
lie was as much nn Irishman as any 
of tliein and took the deepest inter- 
est iii all Irish movement*. Like all 
true America lis. he felt profoundly 
au<l personally aggrieved at the sad 
conditio!) of Ireland and never let 
an opportunity pass without endeav- 
oring to uplift her. 

Wallace was a. gifted writer. Will- 
iam Ciillen Bryant said his works are 
marked by n splendor of imagina- 
tion and affluence of diction which 
shots him to be a horn poet. He 
was most gentle iiiul retiring in his 
disposition. his henri overflowed 
with the kindliest feelings and to 
him all things were beautiful and 
pure. 

Though 
he died in poverty his name will live 
forever in the heiirts of Ins country* 
men : 

lie lay upon his dying lied.

A writer In the Hibernian, pub- 
lished in Boston, who was a corre- 
spondent for a London dally journal 
during the civil war. gives a graphic 
story of the union of a brother and 
sister on the battlefield of Shiioh 
coupled with a story of the character 
of the Rev. Father Ryan, the Poet 
Priest of the South. The writer says 
in part: 

Father - Ryan's orderly came run- 
ning in with the news that the Union 
forces led by Sheridan were attack- 
ing. The mists that concealed the 
Federal troops were lifted nnd Sher- 
idan at the head of his regiment 
could be plainly seen advancing. The 
orderly, whose name was Miles Drls- 
M>n, had just been Intrusted with im- 
portant dispatches, so he hurriedly 
grasped our hands and knelt for a 
blessing from Father Ryan. Drlscoll 
was not yet twenty-one. Six years 
before he came from the Glen of 
Aherlow. He had earned the Confi- 
dence of his Colonel by his valor and 
his kindly nature. 

When the battle ceased our tent 
was within the Federal lines and we 
narrowly escaped being captured. I 
learned that Col. Sullivan was dan- 
gerously wounded. From an ambu- 
lance squad 1 learned that Father 
Ryan was administering to the 
wounded In the battlefield. I found 
him. What a ministering angel he 
was; how well his labors gave testi- 
mony that the love the Southern sol- 
diers bore for him was deserved! 1 
approached and grasped his hand. 
He did not recognize me. He ap- 
peared as If he had lost the human, 
that the spiritual alone possessed 
him. 

"Oh. Gracious God!" he exclaimed, 
"will not this sacrifice satisfy thy 
wrath. Look with pity on thy erring 
people." The scene was appalling. 
But lo! the strangest of all appeared. 
Struggling up the crimson crags was 
a girlish form with a small lantern 
In one hand. The nun's garb In 
which she whs attired was nigh torn 
to shreds, and the crucifix which was 
suspended from her girdle was wet 
with the blood of the wounded, while 
she held the sacred emblem In her 
trembling hands and asked forgive- 
ness of Him whose blood was shed 
on Calvary for all. She hurriedly 
approached the priest and said: "Oh, 
Father Ryan, come at once, there Is 
a soldier in gray dying In yonder 
thicket and he Is craving to see you 
before he dies. Come for mercy's 
sake." The good priest beckoned 
me to assist her and we soon renched 
the thicket. There lay Miles Drlscoll. 
the orderly, his life-blood ebbing 
slowly. "Father Ryan, he muttered 
faintly, "I was afraid you would not 
come. The doctor ordered the am- 
bulance not to wait for me: that 
death would claim me soon. Father, 
send the news to my mother. May 
God comfort her. Send her this 
scapular; I got It from my sister 
KUeen from the fonvent in Balti- 
more." He ceased talking. 

The good priest told me to make 
a note that Miles Drlscoll of the Glen 
of Aherlow was killed today. As he 
repeated the name the nun gave a 
scream and sprang forward and 
looked into the wounded man's 
eves and exclaimed. "Oh, Miles, my 
brother. Is it you?" and swooned 
away. The dying soldier raised on 
his elbow and looked with dazed and 
far off look at Father Ryan and faint- 
ly said: "What voice is that I heard? 
Whose eyes looked Into mine? Answer 
me. Father Ryan, where is Bhe?" The 
good priest was holding the swooning 
sister In his arms, the voice seemed 
lo bring her back to consciousness 
•ind she knelt by the side of the dying 
boy. and kissing hla pallid Hps she 
whispered: "Miles. 1 am here." A 
strange light came into his eyeB and 
eagerly he asked her: "What. Eileen, 
are you soldiering, too?" The effort 
was too much for him and he sank 
hack again and closed his eyes while 
the tears of the anguished sister fell 
on his brow. Again his strength 
seemed to return. Reaching out, he 
grasped her hand and said: "Oh 
Eileen, I am so glad you are come 
Kiss me, darling, I see the clouds 
are falling over the Galtees. I hear 
the birds singing in the woodland 
near the old home. Mother is wail- 
ing for me at the old boreen and lit- 
tle Willie, who has slept so many 
years in the old churchyard, is with 
her, and they are beckonolng for me 
to come. Pray for me. Eileen; kiss 
| me. for I must go." Resting his head 
oh her bosom his spirit passed away 
Father Ryan could not speak for a 
time, then raising his hands to heav 
en. he exclaimed: "Oh, Mother Ire 
laud, how gloriously your fame Is 
earned by these soldiers of the sword 
and of the crucifix."

VICTORY WAS DEARLY BOUGHT 
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SHERIDAN STAYS HOME. 



Martin .1. Sheridan, the best all- 
around athlete In America and doubt- 
less In the world, will not go to Lon- 
don to take part In the forthcoming 
Olympian games. Mr. Sheridan Is a 
member of the New York police 
force. He says his refusal to go 
abroad at this time is from personal 
and private reasons. Martin denies, 
however, that he Is contemplating 
matrimony, aa has been asserted. 



One of the greatest events, in 
Americnn history was the battle of 
Bunker Hill, fought on .lune 17. 1775, 
more than a year before the famous 
Declaration of Independence upon the 
part of the American colonies. The 
American soldiers were raw recruits, 
while the flower of the trained vet- 
erans of the British army were sent 
against them.. The object of the 
British invading force was to cap- 
ture Boston. The British veterans 
were hired men; the Americans were 
volunteers men who were fighting 
against oppression, men who wanted 
liberty, who were waging war for 
the protection of their altars and 
homes. 

As Michael Doheny writes, 
neither received nor expected 
for their dangerous service, 
were kept together solely by 
tuous patriotism. The troopi 
such they HIAJf be called, asknovvl- 
edged no control, und though they 
snt down before the eity prepared 
to brave danger and death, they 
were bound by no obligation save 
their own courageous purpose. The 
army was, in fact, a multitude of 
men brought together by the im- 
pulsive enthusiasm of sudden emer- 
gency, but there was no instanee of 
del ot ion in ancient or modern times 
to suggest a hope that without 
proi i-ions. ammunition, clothing, or 
pay. beyond the uncertain supplies 

of patriotism, they could lie main- 
tained after the first flush of victory 
subsided or necessity begun to press 
upon them. They bad seareely any 
of the agencies which in all ages en- 
abled nations to wage successful 
MB r. 

the other hand. the British 
supplied to repletion with all 
the Americans laeked. They 
ible GeneYnls, and disciplined 
s. and their army was well 
stored and provided with all the re- 
iiiiirenicnts for aggression or de- 
fense. Their vessels of war, too. 
were moored around the town, so 
placed as to prevent approach or 
destroy it at a moment's notice. And 
behind all stood the most un- 
scrupulous and powerful nation in 
the worltl on land or Bea. 

General Oage, the British com- 
mander, backed by such seasoned 
veterans as Generuls Howe. Clinton 
and Biirgoyne, made an agreeineni 
with the Selectmen, or city father*, 
of Boston, to allow those who wished 
to leave the city with their families. 
The movement to leave became gen- 
eral, and then Gage violated his 
agreeineni. He would not allow 
women • r children to leave but kept 
them as ho'si!»i{es for the good be- 
hutior of the patriots. Bui on the 
morning of June 17. ?.77."i, the 
outposts discovered th'at the 
can patriots had fortified 
Hill during the night. Thi 
bad been given to fortify 
Hill, but for reasons of expediency 
the main defenses were erected on 

Br I s Hill. There the battle took 

place, but to this day. and probably 
until the end of time, it will be 
known as the battle of Bunker Hill. 
As the patriots labored with their 
picks and spades they were cheered 
on in their work by the tli slant 
signals of "All's well" that came 
from the British ship* of war and 
their sentinels on shore. They pro- 
claimed that they were still undis- 
covered, und at every cry of the 
grateful words the patriots plied 
their tools with increased vigor. 

When Qen. (iage was notified soon 
after dawn that the Americans were 
intrenched, he gave orders for the 
ships and batteries to begin a 
siliiltaueous attack on the breast- 
works. Toward noon he found that 
the fire of the ships and batteries 
had not Interfered with the Ameri- 
cans, and gave orders for an assault 
upon the heights. It was :t o'clock 
in the afternoon when the British 
force of picked men advanced upon 
the breastworks. Col. Prescolt. 
knowing that his men were short of 
powder, ordered them to withhold 
their fire until they could see the 
whites of their enemies' eyes, and 
then to fire low. About this time, 
also, the British army set fire to 
( harlestown. a suburb of Boston. 
The fire did not discourage the 
American patriots. Instead. it 
aroused them to greater enthusinsni 
against the enemy. 

The first nssault of the British 
wns repulsed, and red coats went 
down as if swept by a scythe. The 
second assault was no more success- 
ful. By this time the powder of the 
Americans was exhausted, but they 
made a gallnnt stand nnd fought 
with the butt ends of their muskets 
until driven front their entrench- 
ments. Though the British forces 
claimed the vietorv it era* one dearly 
bought. The British lost I.8O0 men. 
while the Americans sustained a loss 
of 115 killed. BOB wounded and thirty 
taken prisoners, in all 450 men. 

There were men of Irish birth nnd 
parentage at the battle of Bunker 
Hill. The blood they shed in the 
cause of lilierty was not wasted, and 
today there are few cities in Irelnint 
thnt numbers more Irish nnmes than 
the city of Boston. Col. Prescott was 
in command of the Americans at the 
battle of Bunker Hill, nnd his prin- 
cipal aide wns Major Richard Mc- 
Clearv. Besides rbere were Cant. 
Samuel Dunn, Lieut. Charles 
Dougherty and Imndrcds of other 
volunteers of Irish birth or descent.

Was Custodian of Historic 
Plate Now In Grant's 
Tomb. 



One of the patriotic emblems that 
repose In the tomb of President and 
Gen. Ulysses 8. Grant at Riverside 
N. Y.. Is a tattered flag that wa, 
through the war of 1861-6.'.. It wai 
originally presented to Company B 
Marion Hattalion. Third Missoui 
Service of the United States Reserv 
Corps. At the close of the service c 
the restfrve corps it was presented t 
Company K. of the fiftieth Illinoi 
Infantry. The flag- was made in tli^ 
spring of 1861 by Mesdames J. T. K 
Wayward. Joslah Hunt. G. O. Bishop 
and Miss Mary Meader. all but the 
last named wives of patriotic officer 
In the Fedeial army. 

Among the officers of the reserve 
corps was Lieut. Thomas D. McGIl 
llcuddy. who was born in Louisville 
in 183. r >. but who entered the service 
of the United States at Hannibal. Mo., 
as First Lieutenant. Company B., on 
April 1", 1861. Later he Joined the 
Fiftieth Illinois Infantry, servei 
throughout the war and was mustere< 
OU1 of serviee at Savannah, tin.. Jfttt 
nary 1, 1K65. He still lives and re- 
sides at Cleveland, and has won re- 
nown as a military historian. 

The flag- which now reposes in tin 
tomb of President Grant wag borne 
through Fort Henry. Tenn.. and was 
the first flag on the works at Fort 
Donelson. It was at Shlloh. Corinth 
and Boonevllle, Miss., and Town 
Creek and Tuscunibia, Ala. At the 
close of the war It was given 'nto the 
keeping of Capt. McGlllcuddy, who 
after retaining It forty years gave It 
to William T. Sherman PW1 »•. A. 
II.. at llannilml. Mo., whence it had 
come originally. Later still it was 
sent to Riverside. N. Y., and hangs 
in mute and tattered testimony to 
the worth of Gen. Grant. 

(JOING ABROAD. 



Cardinal Gibbons Will Be 
Conspicuous at London 
Assembly. 



Cardinal Gibbons, accompanied by 
his traveling companion, Rev. L. 
O'Donovan, will probably sail on July 
18 from New York for London, to 
attend the Eucharlstlc Congress, 
which is to be held there from Sep 
tember 9 to IS. The Cardinal re 
eelved a special invitation from Arch 
bishop Francis Borne, of Wesiinin 
ster, Loudon, ami .-allied his accept 
ance Immediately. The Cardinal will 
make one of the principal addresses 
before an audience of such men as 
Cardinal Logue of Ireland, who re 
cently visited this country, and 
Cardinal Vannutelll, the Bubdean of 
the College of Cardinals at Rome. 

Cardinal Gibbons % wlll In the only 
one of the American prelates and 
clergy to attend the congress who will 
be a speaker. Since its organization 
nineteen years ago the Kucharistic 
Congress has become one of the most 
important societies for spreading the 
devotion of the Blessed Sacrament.

The American of today who live* 
and reads and thinks of what W 
reads must be impressed by the sptfl 
of Americanism that pervades dfl 
really great leaders. Both Roosevewl 
and Bryan stand for the great prtn< 
ciples that Andrew Jackson stood tot 
more than seventy years ago. Pres^ 
ident .lack-on was li.ru of Irish par- 
ents soon after their arrival in Aincr-' 
lea in the year 1 767. He was elected 
to Congress in 1796. and to the Unit- 
ed States Senate in 1797. In the war 
of 181.1-14 he defeated the Creek In- 
dians, and a year later commanded 
the American forces that defeated the 
British army at New Orleans. He 
became Governor of Florida in 1811, 
and went back to the United States 
Senate In 1823. In 1828 he was 
elected President of the United States 
and was re-elected In 1 832. 

Like President Roosevelt. Old 
Hickory, as he was called, was al- 
ways doing something, and that some- 
thing always counted. On retiring 
from the Presidency In 1837 Presi- 
dent Jackson cautioned his audience 
to work for the preservation of the 
Union, and at the conclusion of his 
farewell address said. 

"You have no longer any cause to 
fear danger from abroad; your 
strength and power are well known 
throughout the civilized world, as 
well as the high and gallant bearing 
of your sons. It Is from within, 
among yourselves, from cupudlty, 
from corruption, from disappointed 
ambition and inordinate thirst for 
power, that factions will be formed 
and liberty endangered. It Is against 
such designs, whatever disguise the 
actors may assume, that you have 
especially to guard yourselves. You 
have the highest of human trusts 
committed to your care. Providence 
has showered on this favored land 
blessings without number, and has 
chosen you, as the guardians of free- 
dom, to preserve It for the benefit of 
the human race. May he who holds 
In his hands the destinies of nations 
make you worthy of the favors he 
has bestowed, and enable you, with 
pure hearts, and pure minds, and 
sleepless vigilance, to guard and de- 
fend to the end of time the great 
charge he has committed to your 
keeping. My own race is nearly run: 
advanced age and falling health warn 
me that before long I must pass be- 
yond the reach of human events MHl 
cease to find the vicissitudes of hu- 
man affairs. I thank (iod that my 
life has been spent In a land of lib- 
erty, and that he has given me 
heart to love my country with the af- 
fection of a son. And filled with 
gratitude for your constant and un- 
wavering kindness. I bid you a last 
and affectionate farewell."

WANT IT ALL.

WHITE HOUSE. 



Home of the Nation's Chief 
Executive Built by an 
Irishman. 



A Kilkenny man was the original 
designer of the White House, the 
home of the President of the Cnited 
States, and though many years have 
elapsed since It was built, and despite 
the many additions and revolutions, 
the original plan of architecture has 
not been interfered with. James Un- 
ban, the designer, was born in Kil- 
kenny In 1 758. When only twenty- 
two years of age he won a medal 
from the Royal Dublin Society for 
architectural drawing, which is now 
In the possession of his grandson, 
lames lloban, a resident of the Unit- 
ed States. The popular name of 
White House" is really tnic, so it 
Is said, to Hob. in - thought of paint- 
ing the crown stone fronting the ex- 
erlor wall white. - due to discolora- 
tion caused by smoke and Are. The 
White House was built according to 
llobnn's designs and under his su- 
pervision, both before and after the 
destruction of the newly created pub- 
lic buildings of Washington by the 
British In 1814. The White House 
was not completed until 1829, and 
Hoban lived until 1813.

Sullivan Lauds Arrange- 
ments Por Olympian 



James E. Sullivan, of New York, 
who is tlie President of the Amateur 
Athletic UniOIl of America, reached 
London Saturday, and went to visit 
the Stadium where the Olympian 
games are to be held. 

Mr. Sullivan gave an official verbal 
certification that all was eorrcst. He 
was enthusiastic over everything 
connected with the Stadium. He 
said : 

"This will lie the most impoita nt 
athletic meeting in the history of 
the world. The Stadium is in every 
way perfect for the Olympic meet- 
ing. It is not quite as ornate as the 
one at Athens, but it is undoubtedly 
the most perfect I have ever seen, 
and I have seen them nil. I noticed 
one or two points that are interest- 
ing to Americans. The high hurdles 
instead of being driven into the 
ground will be individual hurdled. 
Each man will have his own lane and 
hurdles, which, of course, are three 
feet six Inches high. They are a bit 
more substantial and much larger 
than ours. This event will lie run 
on the turf, not on cinders. 

"The 200-meter race will also l>e in 
separate lanes and around a turn. 
The tank in the inner field is an in- 
novation. It is 100 meters long and 
is perfect for its purpose. The 
cycling path is one of the best ever 
built. The dressing rooms on the 
grand stand are designed so that 
each nationality will have, its own 
room. I have' complimented Lord 
Deshorough on all the arrange- 
ments."
